No interest aroused by the 
conflict on the continent, and perhaps 
no interest, that may be aroused by 
it, can compensate for the abandon­

clustering 
around 
the consummation 
of 100 
years of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States. 


Much in this respect, but not every­ 
thing, has been lost. It is encourag­ 
ing to find that what might have been 
done on nn imposing scale is being 
done in an unpretentious yet effective 
way. 
Note, for example, the report 
in The Christian Science Monitor, of 
the centenary peace exercises in the 
public schools of Buffalo, N. Y. These 
exercises extend over a 
period of 
three months, during which time a 
peace program will be inaugurated 
and there will be "daily emphasis* in 
the classrooms on methods by which 
world concord may be established and 
preserved 
without 
forts, soldiers or 
battleships," the program to culmin­ 
ate in the usual celebration of peace 
day on May 18. 


In the United States and in Canada 
may be found a striking Illustration 
of what it means "to any two coun­ 
tries to have fear of one another elim­ 
inated from the lives of the people of 
each nation."

words of the department of Instruc­ 
tion of Buffalo, with relation to its 
method of observing one of the most 
remarkable events chronicled In his­ 
tory, that "By this celebration of a 
century of peaqe wo have the great 
opportunity to show the world an in­ 
ternational frontier along which, af­ 
ter this treaty, forts have been trans­ 
formed 
into churches and factories, 
arsenals into workshops 
and rival­ 
ries of war into rivalries of peace." 
The United States will only be mak­ 
ing use of one of the grandest oppor­ 
tunities that have ever come to it by 
promoting and 
1 encouraging, even In 
this modest way, and at this late day, 
a nation-wide observance of the peace 
centenary In the 
schools.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

The pessimism which led Schopenhauer once to declare that 
this.is the worst possible world grew out of the fact that he was ob­ 
serving men who wore refusing to recognize (lie laws of their being. 
In the animal world where there is no artificial interference, life reach­ 
es its highest, efficiency. 
Many men without the forcible restrictions 
of society reach their lowest depths of degradation as free moral 
agents. "With intelligence and good will this is the best possible world. 
" T h i s world's no blot for us nor blank. 
It means intensely and means 
good," 
Jngersoll, in his palmy days, was accustomed to criticize the 
Creator and declare how much bet lev he could have done in earing' 
for the welfare of this world, and remarked that in a world which he 
amide, health would be contagious instead of disease. 
But Mr. Inger- 
soll overlooked the fact that health was contagious—vastly more con-' 
tagious than disease. 
If this had not been true the world would have 
been depopulated long ago. 
There are two kinds of sufferers of phy­

Churches and Taxes 


The question of taxes upon churches under the California law has 
long been a source of confusion to ninny good people growing out of 
a misunderstanding id' what is intended. 
The purpose of the law is 
to exempt churches from taxation on the ground that they are semi- 
public institutions, organized not for profit, but for the benefit of 
society. 
In order that buildirigs used for public, gatherings of any 
kind may have a legitimate revenue to which thhey are entitled, tin* 
'law requires that where church organizations rent their building to 
outside parties for entertainment or other purposes then they shall 
be liable for taxes. 
Hut the church m a y use its building for anything 
which is in harmony with the law and discipline of the church. 
It 
would not be an infringement of the law for a church to give a suit­ 
able entertainment for which admission is charged even though tal­ 
ent is paid for, any more than to pay choir singers for the regular 
services. 
Attorney-General Webb has recently stated that churches 
are not exempt from taxes if they are rented for concerts and lectures. 


The law dues not permit the assessor to decide upon the character 
of anything held in the church. It would he absurd to.assume that a 
public, official should be allowed to act in the capacity of a censor 
of the services held in tile edifice of any regular incorporated church. 
The law of the state of Cnliforhin recognizes the discipline of the 
church Avherc is does not conflict with a state law. 
The only thing 
mi assessor can do is to find out, whether the trustees have rented the 
building to outside parties, and having ascertained this fact his pro­ 
cedure would be. to charge the trustees with having committed per­ 
jury in declaring that the property was used only for the purposes 
designated in the law of the church.

It exhibits wide 
geographic diversity, for it Includes 
the lowest area in the United States— 
Death valley, 27G feet below sea level 
—and the highest—Mount 
Whitney, 
14,501 feet above the sea. 
Similarly 
there is a great diversity in scenic 
effects, climate, and vegetation. Rec­ 
ords'obtained at meterologic stations 
In the Salton Sink indicate a maxi­ 
mum temperature of 130 degrees in 
the shads, tho highest recorded with­ 
in the continental United States, while 
It is probable that minimum tempera­ 
tures on the higher peaks, like Mount 
Whitney and Mount Shasta, approach 
tho minimum wltltln our boundaries, 
a total difference of nearly 200 de­ 
grees. 
Records of rainfall In the most 
arid sections of the southern desertB 
of the state represent the extreme of 
aridity In the United States, showing 
an annual average of less than 3 inch­ 
es and periods of 12 months or more 
with only traces of rain, whereas the 
precipitation in northwest 
California 
is very heavy, an. annual aVerage of 
close to 100 inches being recorded at 
a few stations in Mendocino and,"Del 
Norto counties. 


In the report it was found imprac­ 
ticable to discuss the springs of Cali­ 
fornia with any regard to order of 
importance, • for this depends on the 
extent to which they are or may be 
improved. 
Some of the springs which 
are most remarkable from the view­ 
point of the geologist or the chemist 
were in 1908-1910 unusued, while those 
at several large resorts are of rela­ 
tively minor scientific interest. It is 
believed, however, 
that the report, 
setting forth the results of Impartial 
observations 
upon one of the most 
Important resources of the state, will 
prove of value to its citizens as well 
as to its visitors, and that the mate­ 
rial will not be without interest to 
physicians, chemists, geologists, and 
(instructors who may havei 
especial 
need for such information.

Echoes. 


An echo is a sound repeated 
from 
some obstructing surface so that a 
person In the path of both the original 
and reflected waves bears the sound 
twice. 
Sound" 
being 
produced by 
waves *of the air. when such 
waves 
meet an opposing surface as a wall 
they are reflected 
like light 
waves. 
Tbe sound so heard as if originating 
behind the reflecting surface Is an 
echo. 
An echo returns to the point 
from which the sound originated If tne 
reflecting surface is at right angles to 
It 
An oblique s'urfnee deflects the 
sound in another direction so that it 
may be heard elsewhere, though not at 
the polut whore the sound originated. 
If the direct and reflected sounds suc­ 
ceed one another' with great rapidity, 
as happens when the reflecting surface 
is near, the echo only clouds the orig­ 
inal sound so that it is not heard dis­ 
tinctly, and it is this which interferes 
with the hearing in churches and oth­ 
er large buildings.—Philadelphia Press. 


Deals by Barter. 


Long as it Is since deals were usual­ 
ly effected by barter money still does 
not enter into mucb of the business 
done in rural parts of Great Britain. 
The most general transaction by this 
system Is grinding corn. 
Gleaners in 
stead of paying the miller for convert­ 
ing their wheat -into flour or barley 
into meal allow him to retain a cer­ 
tain proportion of tho grain, and in 
Wales even farmers commonly do like­ 
wise. 
Village blacksmiths in Wales 
have many similar deals. 
Frequently 
one gets a neighboring farmer to html 
him n load of coal to his smithy, and 
thus becomes indebted to him for so 
many hours' work, the number depend 
Ing on the distance and whether^ more 
than one horse is employed... 1 ^before 
the next harvest the farmer requires 
any smithy work done the debt may 
be wiped out, but if it is still owing 
then the smith discharges It by going 
into the harvest field 
himself.—Pear 
son's Weekly.

The largest 
tusks of Indian

phants meusure not over four or dve 
feet in length, outside curve, and about 
sixteen Inches in circumference at the 
gum and weigh about 
seventy-four 
pounds. 
Tbe tusks, except those ot 
very aged elephants, are solid only for 
a portion of their length. The hollow 
Is filled with Arm, bloody pulp, in 
young animals the tusks are solid only 
for a portion of tbelr length even out­ 
side the gum and are hollow through­ 
out tbe embedded portion. 
With age 
the pulp cavity decreases in depth till 
In very old animals ft becomes almost 
obliterated. 


Line of Swiftest Descent, 
What Is tbe fine of swiftest descent? 
To any. one not acquainted with the 
laws of bigber mathematics a proposi­ 
tion such us this would appear absurd, 
the 
most 
obvious 
- answer 
being a 
straight line. 
However, it bns been 
proved by mathematicians 
that the 
line of swiftest descent is a curve call­ 
ed the cyclofd. It is this curve that tbe 
eagle unconsciously utilizes in his won­ 
derfully swift swoop to bis prey. The 
analysis of' the curve Is simply a 
straight line motion combined with n 
circular motion. 
Tbe best Illustration 
showing this in a cartwheel as It rolls 
along the ground. 
Any point on the 
rim of the wheel Is describing a cy­ 
cloid, and no point is at any time de­ 
scribing a circle, or going in a strnlght 
line. A peculiar thing is deduced from 
this knowledge, and that Is that no 
point on the rim of a wheel rolling 
on a surface goes round the- center of 
the wheel, for the center is describing 
a straight line, and all the points, on 
the rim are describing cycloids; thus 
as no circular motion exists, the state­ 
ment holds.—New York Press. 
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Tennyson's First Poems. 


The wind came sweeping through tbe 
garden of an old Lincolnshire rectory 
one morning in the beginning of last 
century and blew upon a child

years old, who opened his arms to tne 
blast and let it carry him along, cry­ 
ing as he traveled. "I bear a voice 
that's calling in the wind."

Tennyson's first line of poetry. Tbe 
first poem he ever composed was writ­ 
ten upon a slate one Sunday morning 
at Louth. The subject, set him by his 
brother Charles, was "Flowers." and 
little Alfred 
covered his slate

blank verse after the model of Thorn 
son's "Seasons." His next attempt was 
an elegy upon his grandmother, who 
had just died, written at the requestor 
his grandfather. 
When It was written 
the old man put 10 shillings Into the 
•boy's hand and said, "There; that is 
the first money you have ever earned 
by your poetry, and, take my word 
for it, it will be the Inst."—Westmiu 
ster Gazette.

Sunstroke, according to experiments 
made by Professors Victor Henry and 
Moycho and reported to the French 
Academle des Sciences, is due to the 
Invisible ultra violet rays at the ex­ 
treme limit of the spectrum.

solar spectrum be examined at an alti­ 
tude of from 3.000 to 4,000 meters it. 
will be seen that tbe limit of these 
rays varies little, but that tbelr inten­ 
sity is greatly increased. 
At sea level 
this intensity is comparatively feeble. 
So^one Is much more likely to have 
sunstroke on a high mountain than in a 
valley.—New York World.

Records of rainfall in the most 
arid sections of the southern deserts 
of the state represent the extreme of 
aridity in the United States, showing 
an annual average of less than 3 inch­ 
es and periods of 12 months or more 
with only traces of rain, whereas the 
precipitation in northwest 
California 
Is very heavy, an. annual average of 
close to 100 inches being recorded at 
a few stations In Mendocino and 'Del 
Norto counties. 


In the report it was found Imprac­ 
ticable to discuss the springs of Cali­ 
fornia with any regard to order of 
importance, • for this depends on the 
extent to which they are or may be 
improved. 
Some of the springs which 
are most remarkable from the view­ 
point of the geologist or the chemist 
were in 1008-1910 unusued, while those 
at several large resorts are of rela­ 
tively minor scientific interest.

Echoes. 


An echo Is a sound repented 
from 
some obstructing surface so that a 
person In the patb of both the original 
and reflected waves bears tbe sound 
twice. 
Sound- 
being 
produced 
by 
waves 'of the air. when such 
waves 
meet an opposing surface as a wall 
they are reflected 
like light 
waves. 
The sound so heard ns if originating 
behind the reflecting 
surface is an 
echo. 
An echo returns to the point 
from which the sound originated If the 
rellectlng surface Is at right angles to 
It 
An oblique s'urfnee deflects the 
sound in another direction so that It 
may be heard elsewhere, though not at 
the point whore tbe sound originated. 
If the direct and reflected Hounds suc­ 
ceed one another with great rapidity, 
as happens when the reflecting surface 
Is near, the echo only clouds the orig­ 
inal sound so that It Is not heard dl.s- 
tinctly, and It is this which interferes 
with the hearing In churches and oth­ 
er large buildings.—Philadelphia 1're.ss. 


Line of Swiftest Descent. 
What Is tile line of swiftest descent? 
To any. one not acquainted with the 
laws of higher mntlmjnatics a proposi­ 
tion such as this would appear absurd, 
the 
most 
obvious- answer 
being 
a 
straight line. 
However, it bas been 
proved 
by mathematicians 
that the 
line of swiftest descent is a curve call­ 
ed the cyclofld. It is this curve that the 
eagle unconsciously utilizes In his won­ 
derfully swift swoop to his prey. The 
analysis o f the curve 
Is simply a 
straight line motion combined with n 
circular motion. 
The best illustration 
showing this is a cartwheel as it rolls 
along the ground. 
Any point on the 
rim of the wheel Is describing a cy­ 
cloid, and no point Is at any time de­ 
scribing n circle or going in a straight 
line. A peculiar thing is deduced from 
this knowledge, nnd that Is that no 
point on the rim of a wheel 
rolling 
on a surface goes round tbe- center of 
the wheel, for the center is describing 
a straight line, and all the points, on 
the rim are describing cycloids; thus 
as no circular motion exists, the state­ 
ment holds.—New York Press.
